The  Falre  Fac  Sampler  is  good  but  it  is  not  distinguished  in  content 
or  in  handsomeness.  The  fact  that  a  hundred  more  copies  of  it  were  sold 
than  there  are  students  in  school  attests  perhaps  to  a  good  sales  force, 
a  good  yearbook  for  a  relatively  small  school,  and  the  fact  that  it  must 
contain  what  the  students  like,  all  are  commendable. 

Adequate  coverage  in  conventional  style  is  given  to  school  activities; 
copy  is  general  and  not  so  lively  as  it  might  be  and  it  has  too  many 
platitudes  and  cliches.  Departmental  pages  are  attractive,  but  this 
represents  the  nearest  approach  to  art  work  other  than  the  routine 
work  of  the  printer  and  engraver.  Layout  is  conventional.
